BACTERIOLOGY,  Mains  Supplies.  70  samples  wore  taken  from  the  Council 1 s 
maiTisT  All ‘"sampled "Taken  ’from  mains  in  use  were  satisfactory* 

Private  Supplies.  21  samples  were  taken  from  private 
supplies,  of  which  9  (supplying  8  houses  and  10  caravans  were  satisfactory,. 
The  remaining  12  unsatisfactory  samples  related  to  3  houses,  of  which  ( 
arc  now  connected  to  the  Council's  mains.  The  remaining  house  is  now 
provided  with  a  carted  supply  of  wholesome  water. 

EXTENSIONS  TO  MAINS,  ETC.  A  tender  was  accepted  for  the  extension  of  the 
water  main  in  the  West  Row  Pen  area  and  the  contractor  was  ready  to 
commence  work  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  new  l3!f  diameter  borehole  at  Brannon  was  sunk  to  a  nop th  of  27 j  fu. 
The  first  pumping  test  showed  a  very  disappointing  yield  of  4jlll^allons 
per  hour,  but  after  treating  the  bore  with  acid,  it  yielded  10,000  gallons 
per  hour  during  the  test  period  and  subsequent  tests  showed  it  to  be 
capable  of  yielding  20,000  gallons  per  hour.  _  . 

Dr.  Greenburgh ’ s  report  on  water  from  this  now  bore  is  on  the  previous 
page  -  he  commented  that  the  bacterial  content  would  diminish  with  use  o_ 
the  supply  -  this  has  proved  correct. 

The  design  and  preparation  of  contracts  for  the  booster  station  and 
water  tower  to  improve  pressures  in  the  higher  area  of  Lakenheath 
proceeded.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  site  of  the  booster  station  ann 
tower  had  been  agreed  and  the  contract  was  ready  tor  advertising  for 

tenders. 

No  further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  the  scheme  for  tim  lie.* 
reservoir  at  Moulton  or  the  main  extensions  at  Gazeley,  Kentioru,  Barton 
Mills,  West  Row  and  Lakenheath,  which  had  been  postponed  in  view  of  the 
restrictions  on  capital  expenditure.

The  amount  of  water  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Clare  R.D.C.  for 
distribution  to  properties  in  the  Duns tall  Green  Area  was  1,070  gallons 

per  day. 

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  828  houses,  which  is  18%  of  the  total 
4,595  inhabited  houses  in  the  District,  are  connected  bo  modern  sewerage 
works  -  of  these  52  were  connected  during  1958.  There  are,  of  course, 
many  more  houses  in  the  District  each  with  their  own  private,  separa  to, 
satisfactory  cesspool  drainage,  as  can  be  gauged  from  the  estimate  Ox 
1,146  cesspools  in  the  area.  Prom  this  it  follows  that  'about-  another 
25%  of  the  houses  of  the  District  are  thus  drained  into  cesspools.
